terday. Secretary Cortelyou is spend- 
ing the summer at his home on Long 
Island, but lie-runs'over to Washington 
at intervals to' look after affairs in .the 
treasury department and keep in close 
touch with the political situation. 


As everyone knows • who reads the 


newspapers there is scarcely another 
man in-public life today who has come 
to the front so rapidly as has Mr. Cor- 
telyou. 
He is undeniably a fine ex- 


ample' of the young American .who 
rises by the sheer force 
of natural 


ability "and application. In his youth 
he had an inclination for music as a 
career, aud pursued .several courses in 
the New England Conservatory 
oE 


Music. 
But he dropped.' music 
and 


took up the study 
of 
stenography. 


Fifteen years ago he entered the gov- 
ernment service as stenographer. to 
the Appraiser 
of the'Portr of New 


York. He came to Washington\as- a 
stenographer in one of the 
depart- 


ments and-in-lS9S went to the White 
House as assistant secretary to Presi- 
dent McKinloy. This was the begin- 
ning oC a serious of rapid promotions.

Roosevelt. -Secretary-: of the. Depart- 
ment of Commerce- and" Labor.-.Post- 
master General of the United, States 
and Secretary of the Treasury all 
came in rapi'd succession.

He has the distinction of never luiv- 
ing been a business man,,bnt of being 
remarkable well equipped to 
handle 


business questions.- The captains of 
industry believe in Cortelyou.

men as Morgan and Bliss think very 
highly of him.

investigation of the organization. 


The priest had been subpoenaed to 


tell w.bat .he knew. This was to the 
effect, that the present agitation,-os- 
tensibly, directed by'reputable Armeni- 
ans- against a band of assassins, was 
in fact inspired by the Turkish gov- 
ernment, whose hired spies systemat- 
ically, sought to discredit the patriotic 
Armenians in this country. The pas- 
tor of the Armenian Apostolic church 
had, he admitted, formerly been 
a 


member and the treasurer 
of 
the 


Sunchaklsv-but some time ago -with- 
drew. He knew nothing ot the mur- 
der of the'rug merchant, Tavshanjlan, 
who had refused to pay $10,000 for his 
life, and if extortion had been prac- 
itlced fee knew nothing o£ it. On the 
contrary, he told the district attorney 
that he, himself, was the object of per- 
secution on the part o£ 'the Turkish 
government. Pressed to throw, if pos- 
sible, light upon the workings of the 
conspirators, the priest replied: 


"You are a rich and powerful na- 


tion, -and you can 'find out more than 
I can." 


His Qwrv Life Threatened. 


The priest brought with him a let- 


ter, not signed, in which a threat to 
take his life was made. He1 turned, it 
over to the district attorney. It read 
as follows: 


"Boston, July 22.—Friend: 
To-day 


in the papers I saw the name of Mr. 
Guleslan, and also 
read 
that you 


killed Mr. Tavshaujian, and you are 
not satisfied yet. • You wish to drinl-

"Father, I worship patriotism. Yes,

In vig- 
orous conversation-we talked several

dare touch one of the millionaires in 
Boston or ' any Armenians the same 
time you and your blackmailing com- 
pany will be killed. 


"Listen, I am a man. 
Open your 


eyes. Now,v don't ask me who I am 
and wiere yon can find me. I am a 
soul- here with millionaires. I am a 


• soul everywhere to kill them who try 


to kill Armenians, but I am with you 
and with your friends if it Is necea- 
sary to kill them. 


"Now 
do you understand? I. don't 


wish'to talk any more. Now I repeat 
what I have: said and probably when 
you get this letter I will be at your 
, aide. If you go in.your private rooms 
I -will be there.' I am ready every mo- 
ment to drop you to the ground." 


Blamei Turkish Spies. 


After leaving Mr. Smyth's office Fa- 


ther Martbgessian said:

What is a Cyclone?- . 


''The- term cyclone; scientifically 


speaking, is a general one/' said- Mr. 
Bart.'ett in. introduction. 
"It. .should 


not be,'confused with tornado,'which 
is ' properly 'applied only" to special 
very 
destructive 
local storms. Cy- 


clonic storms- include .the areas of 
low barometric .pressure .charted daily 
on the weather map, the destructive 
hurricanes and typhoons of the .trop-.j 
ics, and also tornadoes. These storms | 
all have the same general structure, i 
though they differ in area and strength | 
The air .flows spirally inward on .all j 
sides toward a center of low pressure, I 
where it ascends. This ascending air, 
At high elevations, spreads outward 
and mixes with'the high upper cur- 
rents of the atmosphere. 
As the air 


currents move inward at the surface 
of the earth they become more and • 
more crowded together, and are forc-| 
ed to move faster and, faster. Their 
velocity is also increased by the ac- 
tion of centrifugal, force at the cen- 
ter of the s'tovm which- forces the air 
to move around -the center with in- 
creasing velocity. beCore it ascends. 
Ascending air cools, its moisture con- 
densing to form clouds and rain or. 
snow. 
Hence we find that the cen- 


ters of. cyclonic storms are almost 
invariably accompanied by cloudiness, 
rain and high winds.

.How/ Tornado^ Form. 


"If we'still further concentrate our 


low pressure-area1or hurricane so that 
its'diameter, is' measured -'in.-thousands, 
of feet instead, of in miles, we. have' 
the tornado. 
In'.this storm we find 


tie .typical cyclonic spiral inflow of. 
wind "at1 the earth's surface,' blowing 
down trees' and'buildings the ascend1 
ing "currents at. the center 
of such 


strength as to lift'animals,'timbers, 
and even whole houses': and the out 
.spreading currents 
above.. dropping 


at some 'distance away the objects 
which have

up at the 


center. The tornado cloud is caused 
by condensation of moisture in the as- 
cending air. as well as by du'st drawn 
lip from the ground. 
Tornados usu- 


ally form, in the southeast quadrant 
of a decidedly low pressure area, and 
are proceeded,by a very.warn'.,- moist 
condition-of the aiiv Like all'cyclon- 
ic storms, of this latitude they, move 
in an' east or. north-east direction on; 
and their winds are lc)s violent on the 
north sid-e. To avoid a tornado seen 
approaching from the, west one should 
therefore run. to the north or north- 
west, If cauccht suddenly by. the storm 
center, lie flat upon the ground, in a 
ditch- or hollow, and as .far as pos- 
sible from trees and movable objects.

is the opinion expressed by Acting 
Secretary Woodruff, of the interior 
department. 
In a 
statement 
made 


public Friday lie discussed the.coal 
area as- developed by the geological 
survey, saying: 


"Not including great areas of lig- 


nite, which 'will- be mined only after 
the-more valuable (coal deposits are 
, 


exhausted, the geological survey has 
determined that there are townships 
in, the states and territories west of 
South Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas, 
aggregating in ' all' over 
60,000,000. 


acres of 'land, each township of which 
contains, under its entire surface or 
part 
of it, 
workable. .deposits of 


coal. This -work 
has .been . taken 


up with "the utmost vigor during the 
present year and • townships contain- 
ing more than 28,000,000. acres, in 
which workable coal exists have been 
examined and classified. 


No Necessity, for Shortage. 


"When' one remerrfbers that these 


classified areas are most conveniently 
situated with reference to transporta-- j 
tion and. settled districts and that ' 
every acre of them.is subject to pur- 
chase from the government und'er the 
coal land laws, and has been for sev- 
eral months;, also that the Northern 
Pacific Railroad 
company 
alone is 


reputed to have.in Its ow'n possession 
'land 
containing 
over 
$:-!00,000,000 


worth of. coal, and also that many 
hundred-thousand acres of .coal land 
scattered throughout ths entire re- 
gion containing; coal 
have .already; 


passed .into private holding and in 
many instances contain large mining 
plants,, it is easy to see that if there 
is to be a coal famine next winter, 
•such'a famine will result only from 
failure to niine the 
coal 
which is 


easily accessible, either by grant to 
railroads, purchase in the past by in- 
dividuals and companies, or entry at 
the present time under the laws. 


Experto Adding to the Areas. 


"The geological survey-has 1G par- 


ties of trained experts advantageously 
scattered over the entire region cons 
taining coal. These mining engineers' 
are.daily adding to the areas classi- 
fied'and opened to entry. It is be: 


lieved that by November 1 all' land 
in the public land states known 
to 


contain workable deposits of coal will 
be classified and subject to entry." 


Mr. Woodruff 
expresses the hope! 


that the next congress may enact a 
leasing, law which will permit com- 
panies to acquire control o£ more than 
the 640, acres now allowed, to be pur- 
chased.
